S an F r a n c isc o, A ugust 14th.—[Special.J -E x - 
1 n ited S tates Senator A. A. Sargent d ied to-day 
at his residence, J630 Folsom street, in th is city. 
He h ad been slightly ailin g for som e tim e past, 
but his death w as un ex p ected . T h e Call to-m or­ 
row w ill s a y :

Of th e pioneers o f C alifornia few, if any, are 
b etter know n th a n A aron A. S argent. 
He has 
lived in th e S tate con tin u ally for 38 years, m uch 
o f w h ich tim e h a s been passed in th e public 
service. 
He began his a d u lt life as a com positor 
in S acram ento [on th e Union]. H e was earnest, 
industrious a n d irugal. a n d in a sh o rt tim e 
ab andoned th e ease for th ejed ito rial trijiod. T he 
public g enerally first h eard o f h in t in N evada 
county in 1856, w h en 
F rem ont 
was 
nom i­ 
n ated 
by 
th e 
new ly-form ed 
R epublican 
p arty for P resident. 
Mr. Sargent 
was :h en 
p a rt ow ner 
a n d responsible 
m an ag er 
lor 
th e N evada Journal, a n d his interests d ictated

S a n ta C r i z, August 
14th.—[Spccial.l—The 
First Artillery Regiment arrived at Camp Shee­ 
han at 8 a. m to-day. The trip down was pleas­ 
ant, and nothing happened to m ar the pleasure 
of the journey. The cam p is located in a large, 
open field, sheltered on one side bv high hills 
aud on the other by woods. The field is about 
500 yards long. The regiment rnm ped in the 
northern end, while the F'irst Infantry ol regu­ 
lars occupy the southern end. leaving between 
them 300 yards distance for a drill ground.

“ I th in k it is good, a n d undou b ted ly is grow ­ 
ing. T h e count ry east o f Sacra m en to is a pro­ 
ductive region, w hich in tim e w ill add m ateri­ 
ally to th e business o f the aided portion ol' th e 
C eutral Pacific.”

tro lled by its ow ners th an otherw ise. 
H ad th e 
S outhern Pacific been constructed by Tom Scott, 
th e C entral Pacific w ould have been com pelled 
to face a com petitor w ho w ould have paid no 
atten tio n to its 
interests. 
He th o u g n t th e 
C entral Pacific h ad a strong case ag ain st th e 
G overnm ent, a n d a rig h t to claim th a t it had 
been in ju red by th e g ran tin g o f large land 
subsidies for th e construction o f com peting 
o v erlan d railroads. 
If th e C entral Pacinc an d 
th e Union Pacific w eie now u n ab le to pay th e ir 
debts it w as m ain ly due to th e policy o f th e 
(Government. 
Iu acq u irin g th e C alifornia P a ­ 
cific and o th er leased lines th e C entral Pacific 
h ad done th a t w hich w as necessary to m ain tain 
itself, a n d instead of Im pairing th e ab ility of 
th a t corporation to pay its debts, th e possession 
of these lines h ad been o f im m ense financial 
benefit to it.

The San Francisco Chronicle of Saturday, 
referring to this case, says: 
The argum ent in the case of E. J. K en­ 
nedy, charged with secreting and opening 
letters in tlie Sacramento Postntiice, was re­ 
sumed in the United States District Court 
yesterday morning. 
In liisclosing argum ent District Attorney 
Carey said that circumstances had come un­ 
der his observation daring the course of the 
trial which had aroused suspicions in his 
mind that other things beside the guilt or 
innocence of the defendant were involved 
in the trial, and he begged the jury if aDy 
approaches had been made to any of them 
to make it known to the Judge. 
He said 
it was their duty as citizens to stand up 
and tell who tlie pariies were, that they 
might be brought to justice, and that if he 
could find that any such approaches had 
beed made, he would do all in his power to 
bring the guilty ones to justice. 
W ithout making any direct allegations, 
Mr. Carey gave out the impression that he 
thought the jury had been tampered with, 
or at least that attempts had been made in 
that direction. 
Iu commenting on the testimony of John 
Sheehan of the Sacramento H u, w'ho swore 
that he would not believe the Assistant 
Postmaster on oath, Mr. Carev said that he 
believed that the witness would receive the 
universal condemnation of the business 
people of Sacramento, who, from long 
acquaintance with Mr. Leake, had the 
greatest conlidence in his honesty and in­ 
tegrity.

A SINGULAR CODE OF HONOR. 


T he world is aware th at an altogether 
too prevalent idea |x>ssesses a portion of 
the social m em bership th a t “ honor ” binds 
a man, who would lie esteemed among his 
fellows, not to “ give away ” th e crimes of 
those th at may lie discovered to him by 
reason of th e relationship of principal and 
agent, or em ployer and employe, etc. 
It is a false and dangerously vicious idea, 
and one, unhappily, that obtains to a con­ 
siderable extent— th at is to say, there is a 
loose disposition to condemn and revile 
th e n u n who, learning by reason of the 
trust rejKised in him th at crim e is lieing 
com m itted by his principal or associate, 
makes revelation of it. 
T he th ief praises 
imm easurably his “ p a l" who is “ g ritty ” 
enough to refuse to “ peach,” as thieves 
state it, to give up the offender and reveal 
him tw the law. 
T he m urderer holds his 
accomplice as worthy his loathing and 
contem pt who turns .State's evidence. A nd 
for this c la s s there may lie entertained 
some grain of sym pathy when one of th eir 
own kind seeks shelter by surrendering 
th e ir fellows. 


Hu! th e ethics of this code of honor 
have Iw-en cxjm nded in these days, by a 
few. to include men guiltless themselves, 
and to constrain them by silence to par­ 
tak e of the crim inality of those in au­ 
th o rity over them . 
It is a pernicious doc­ 
trine, and exasperates men wkese ideas of 
honor are form ulated according to the bet­ 
te r standards. 


I he brave m an is lie who, knowing, but 
not partaking, reveals. 
T he coward is he 
who, knowing, m akes him self subservient 
to villainy bv failing to reveal because the 
rascal bap}iens to lie his sujierior in place. 
T h e accomplice in crim e is he who holds 
to this new code of honor and preaches it. 
Not many m onths ago a gentlem an exer­ 
c isin g an im portant Federal trust in this 
S tate needed to call to his assistance a 
com petent deputy, and looked around him 
for such clerical aid. 
W hen alsiut to offer 
th e position to a young man who solicited 
it, he was warned not to employ th e man, 
because he could not lie trusted. 
S u r­ 
prised at such a judgm ent concerning one 
who stood well 
in the com m unity, he 
pressed his advisers for reasons for th eir 
objections. 
Ife was thereu|«in told th a t 
th e proposed assistant was “unreliable,’ 
because, should his principal become “in­ 
volved’ in his accounts or m aladm inister 
and div ert his trust, th e deputy would 
certainly “give him away.” 
T he reply to 
this w arning was, “T hen he is ju st the 
m an I want." 
And he appointed him 
forth with. 


In a recent crim inal tria l in San F ran ­ 
cisco before a Federal (b u rl, th e reputa­ 
tion of a prosecuting witness was assailed, 
and it was declared to be bad, and th e w it­ 
ness v ho thus testified, claim ing good re­ 
pute for himself, gave, am ong o th er rea­ 
son-. for the belief, th at th e assailed p arty 
was a “sneak," and witness had heard him 
spoken of as such, and as “ treacherous,” 
as one who would “give men away.” Heing 
pressed for bis explicit reasons for en ter­ 
taining such an opinion of the man, the 
witness replied to the question of a sur­ 
prised ju ro r, th at having discovered the de­ 
falcation of the principal in an office 
w 'iere he was deputy, (lie 
man 
was 
treacherous 
because 
lie 
revealed 
the 
misdeeds to one in authority over th e of­ 
fender. I he idea was coolly advanced th at 
th e deputy should have held his jtcaco,*or 
have comm unicated w ith no other than his 
principal, and was a “ sn e a k ” because he 
“ gave him away " ; th at is (o say, because 
L 
deputy refused to lieeome an aecoin- 
p.. . alter the fact, Ixvausc he reported the 
crim e to the chief supervising authority he 
did wrong, and was u n lru slworthy. 
And 
this | h uliar idea of “honor,” rectitude and 
duty, was boldly advanced under oath, and 
th e insincerity of its advocacy cannot 
tli.-relori lie questioned- 
It is no wonder 
that the intelligent ju ro r was so surprised 
h r this m.w interpretation of th e moral 
■ de th at lie pressed the witness to ex- 
pl «in it. 


II i< p— ible that the honor the proverb 
.■«signs a residence among thieves, m ay jns- 
tify the ■ Ssorvamv of th is peculiar rule 


a m o n g them . But that in th is day of light 
and 
intelligence, of responsibility and 
pfigressive ideas and moral clearness, such 
a doctrine should he defended in open C ourt 
i- sim ply amazing. 
It testifies to th e stra- 
h i s m u s t h e moral perceptions of those 
who advance such a code. 
It is scarcely 
pro>«ble th at men o f business who iutm st 
grave m atters to agents, would sustain the 
clerical aids of snch agents in th e practice 
of such a e.jde, however honest they m ight 
1“ themselves. 
For it moves upon so low 
a plane, and existsonly in an atm osphere of 
such unblushing dishonesty, and is so 
mean a conception of honor and of duty, 
tliat it may well amaze men of ordinary 
intelligence to find it nonchalantly aired 
am id the very droppings of justice. 
Y et 
it is a tact th at such a code does obtain in 
practice, and to a greater extent than 
in .-1 people suppose. 
To refuse to “ give 
aw ay ” i- preached by a class, as otic of the 
courageous traits of character, bu t fortu­ 
nately 
th e 
advocates 
possessing 
the 
effrontry to advance it are few. 
It is no 
sm all m atter th at such ideas of honor, 
Jnnvever, should obtain at all. 
F or it is 
th e entertainm ent of such ideas th at has 
le 1 m any a victim to a dishonored grave 
and coffined the am bitions of young m an­ 
hood in innum erable cases. 
It is such in ­ 
terp retatio n of tlic common m oralities that 
unrebnked, would poison th e very foun­ 
tain of social order, and prom ote vicious- 
n* s. ¡uto an epidem ic of dishonesty. 


FOLSOM PRISON. 


CONVICTS WHO HAVE BEES CON­ 


FINED IN SOLITARY CELLS. 


The Inquiry Ends in a Fizzle—The 
Prison Management Fxonerated 
by the Directors' Report. 


T he Prison Directors m et at the Folsom 
branch prison Saturday m orning to con­ 
tinue the investigation into th e m atter of 
the alleged cruel treatm ent o f prisoners in 
solitary confinem ent. 
Present, Directors 
Filchcr, Hoggs, Sonntag, D evlin and W ilk­ 
ins, President Boggs presiding. Several 
new spaper representatives were present, as 
were also Secretary of State H endricks, 
Judge W m . A. W allace, F ath er Guaico, Dr. 
D urant, the W arden and several of the 
prison officials. 
T he m inutes ol the previous m eeting 
were read and approved. 
President Boggs said he understood this 
was an adjourned m eeting of th e Directors 
called to inquire into the alleged cruelty to 
prisoners, and suggested that they proceed 
w ith the inquiry w here they left off. 
Mr. Filcher suggested, in order to facil­ 
itate business, th at they exam ine all the 
prisoners and then exam ine the officials 
regarding all th at had been testified. 
Mr. Sonntag—T hen bring in T om m y 
B row n. 
* 
Mr. D evlin—Let us go into exam ination 
of the prisoners u n til noon, and then we 
can decide w hat we will do regarding the 
testim ony of the officials. 
W arden McComb said he thought it only 
fair to continue th e exam ination as com- 
tnenoed. 
E xam ine the prisoners and allow 
the officers to testify in rebuttal, and m ake 
such explanations as are required im m edi­ 
ately afterwards. 


THE NOTOEIOUS TOMMY SHOWN. 
T om m y Brown, one of the m ost daring 
stage robbers and jail-breakers in Califor­ 
nia, was| the first prisoner called. 
As he 
entered the room w ith one of the prison 
officials he spoke pleasantly to the D irect­ 
ors, and, turning to the reporters, he gave 
them a w ithering glance, as m uch as to 
say, “ Get o u t!” Tom m y is sm all of stature, 
rather good-looking, and says his age is S3 
year. 
lie is serving a sentence of seven-' 
teen years for robbing a stage in Shasta 
county in 1877. 
W hen Brown took his seat, and before a 
question could be p ut to him , he s a id : “ I 
would like to prove m y character before 
this investigation proceeds." 
“ W ho do you propose to prove it by ?” 
said President Boggs. 
“ By the prison officials,” replied Tom m y. 
“ I have been accused of lying bv Captain 
Cham bers,” 
“ You are not on trial. T om m y," ob­ 
served Devlin. 
“ I know that, but I w ant to prove m y 
character. 
1 w ant to establish m y reputa'- 
tion for tru th so th at they can’t come back 
upon m e th e sam e as Captain C ham bers 
did on a form er occasion, w hen he said I 
lied.” 
Brown was assured by the m em bers of 
th e Board th at a com pliance w ith his re­ 
quest was w holly unnecessary. 
T he bold 
highw aym an then, w ith an injured air, 
com m enced, in response to questions, to 
relate his experience “ on the ro a d ” and 
w ithin th e prison walls. 
H is story is an 
interesting one, and 
its narration was 
closely listened to by all present. 
W hen 
he first cam e to the prison he worked for 
seven m onths in the shoe and tailor shops. 
H e won the confidence of the officials and 
was m ade a trusty, and put on the inner 
gate, and occupied a seat at the m utton 
chop table for four years. 
H e sa y s: " I 
was throw n off the gate and put to work in 
the quarry by Captain Chambers. T his was 
done w ithout cause. 
I was afterwards put 
back on the gate, w here I rem ained for 
six m onths. I then asked to be put off 
the gate and into the quarry, thinking 
the outdoor work would be beneficial to 
m y health. 
I was afterw ards transferred 
from th e lower to the upper quarry, where 
I m et w ith an accident and laid up for a 
while. 
W hen I got better I was m ade 
steward of the officers' quarters. 
W hile 
bolding th at position 1 got awav, m ade m y 
escape, but after being at liberty nine days 
was captured by Sheriff Thorne in Calaveras 
c ju n ty . 
My escape was m ade in June, 
1SS6. 
T rior to m y escape I was treated 
well enough. 
I had a seat at the ‘m utton 
chop’ table for four years or m ore, and 
while stew ard in the officers’ quarters had 
the sam e fare they did. 
Since m y return 
to the prison I have been treated ba’dlv. 
I 
was put in cell No. 235 and kept in solitary 
confinem ent for six m onths. 
Then I was 
transferred to cell 315 on the top tier, where 
T p n t in another six m onths of solitary. 
From there I was m oved into cell 248, 
w here 1 was kept one m onth. 
T he last 
lim e I was moved it was at m y own request 
as 1 did not like m y cell-m ate Reeves. 
H e 
called m e vile nam es and I stabbed him .” 
One of the Directors asked him where lie 
got the knife and he replied, “ T hat is my 
secret. 
1 had it about a m onth. 
After the 
stabbing I dropped it in the alley.” 
T he knife was show n him , and he said • 
“ Yes, th at’s it. 
I got it after 1 got out of 
solitary. 
I did not m ake the knife but 
you can consider th at I did ; I won’t say 
that I m ade it or did not m ake it." Brown 
then related his trouble w ith Reeves, which 
has been heretofore referred to in the 
R kcoiid U n io n . 
“ Since th ecutting scrape, 
have been locked up in solitary. 
I am a l­ 
lowed to walk an hour every afternoon in 
the upper corridor. 
W hile in solitary the 
first thirteen m onths, had but little exer­ 
cise; part of the tim e liad walks once or 
twice a w eek ; for nine m onths had no 
exercise. 
For breakfast had beans, coffee 
and b re ad : at noon, som etim es soup, at 
other tim es boiled beef or roast m utton : 
had a bean supper. 
T he bread was good 
enough, what we got of it. 
W e were a l­ 
lowed one sm all loaf a day, w hile I could 
eat a loaf and a half. T he'beans were not 
often well cooked, and often had too m uch 
saleratus in them . However, we got plenty 
of beans. 
W hen sick, got m ilk and mnsli 
and the usual hospital diet. 
H aven’t felt 
well for a year or two-; given two suits a 
year, the sam e as other prisoners; only 
drew one the last y e ar; they are good of 
the kind : we get two pair breeches two 
shirts, two coats, and two 
hats. There 
is nothing stylish about them ; you see 
for yourselves w hat they are. 
No, they 
are not worn out: they cover m y naked­ 
ness yet. 
I asked Captain Paul for m ere 
clothes. 
H e said he would get them if he 
could. 
I never received any punishm ent 
at this prison except solitary confinement. 
H ad not an opportunity to wash m y face 
for two m onths.” 
"D id you say," asked D irector Sonntag. 
"th at you had not had an opportunity to 
wash your face for three m onths while in 
solitary?" 
“ No I did n 't," answered Brown, surlily, 
“ I said two m onths.” 
“ You did not have your face washed for 
two m onths?" 
“ No." 
"W ell, how often did you get shaved?" 
"E very two or three weeks. 
Once I was 
not shaved for six weeks." 
"D id not the barber wash vour face?" 
“H e wet it a little and rubbed it dry.” 
"Y ou had w ater in your cell, did yon 
not? 
W hy could you not wash yourself? ’ 
" I had no facilities. 
There was 
no 
basin.” 
"W h at kind of a basin did you want?” 
asked Mr. Sonntag. 
“A n ordinary basin." 
"Y ou wanted soap and towels, did you?” 
“ No. I could have got along w ithout 
them .” 
“ How often was your liair cut?" 
“ Once it was not cut for three m onths 
No; it was not longer theu than now." 


HE DRAWS THE LIN E AT BEDBUGS. 


H e said when he first w ent into solitary 
he was given a pair a n d a half of b la n k e t 
and was afterwards given another pair. 
’ 
Director Sonntag asked : " Tomm y, Vour 
bedding and clothes were free from vermin 
were they n ot?" 
“ Oh, yes," replied Brown, "leaving out a 
few bedbugs." 
C ontinuing, the prisoner said the solitary 
cells are m uch better lighted now than 
they were, because of the alteration in the 
roof. 
T he slop buckets were emptied once 
a day. 
In cases where the men in the celia 
were sick and they used these buckets fre­ 
quently. they should have been emptied 
oftener, but were not. Talking was not re­ 
stricted am ong the solitaires. The blank­ 
ets, he said, had not been washed while he 
was in solitary. 
H e said their buckets 
form erly were em ptied but once a day 
Now they are em ptied twice a day if the 
prisoners desire. 
The buckets have a 
close-fitting tin cover, and are disinfected 
w ith chloride of lime. 
President Boggs—T his is your second 
term isn't it. Tom m y? 
“ Yes, s ir : this is m y second appearance 
T he first tim e I was sent up for grand 
larceny, the stealing of a horse in Sutter 
county. 
Now I am in for stage robbing. I 
was discharged from prison on the 6th of 
July, 1876; stood a stage-driver up on the 


12th o f November, and one in the m onth ! 
of A prik and was caught on the 6th day of 1 
July, 1877; was a free m an for exactly one ' 
year. 
Tom m y said he ran aw ay because 
he w anted his freedom. T he fight he had 
w ith Reeves was forced upon him . 
H e de­ 
clares he would under no consideration 
tell a lie toshield him self. “ I pleaded guilty 
to the horse stealing, and adm itted the 
stage robberies both tim es. 
I never got a 
new trial. I once was taken from the State 
Prison to M arysville to act as witness in a 
case. 
I broke out of the M arysville city 
prison and while an escape robbed another 
stage.” 
President Boggs asked som e m ore ques­ 
tions about his stage robbing career, when 
Brown spoke up with m uch w arm th : “ Am 
I on trial again. 
I was tried once Jor that. 
I was here eight years and never punished. 
I did escape, and (pointing to Captain 
Cham bers) th at uian lied to m e. 
I don't 
w ant to im plicate anyone else. 
Cham bers 
hates me. 
H e asked me to be a stool 
pigeon for him and I refused. I took Pock- 
m a n s part and he hates m e for it.” 
President Boges—T his has gone quite 
far enough, 
l will not perm it it to go any 
farther. 
B row n—W ell, I would like to m ake a 
statem ent. 
I asked Mr. M urphy to see Mr. 
Boggs for m e, and C ham bers cam e and 
cursed m e for it. 
H e abuses me, and I 
don't feel kindly tow ard him . 
I have 
nothing against any other officer. 
Pock- 
m an pu t m e on the gate, a trustw orthy 
position, and Mr, M urphy put m e in the 
kitchen. 
' 
President Boggs—W ell, th at will do. 
Director Filcher—Yes. we have got the 
salient points. 
Brow n was returned to his cell. 
President Boggs—Yes, I th in k we have 
heard all the salient points necessary. Such 
testim ony should not be perm itted. 
H e is 
vicious and unm anageable. 
H e will steal 
horses, rob stages, break jails, prisons and 
stab fellow-citizens, yet be would have us 
u nderstand th at he is quite truthful. 


b r o w n ’s v i c t i m t e s t i f i e s . 
Dick Reeves, Brow n's victim in last Sun­ 
day m orning’s stabbing, testified : " I have 
been here over two years for burglary in 
the second degree from Sacram ento county, 
llie y claim I stolp diam onds and jew elry 
at a photographer’s office there. 
Mv true 
nam e is Oscar L. W ilson, and 1 am by 
trade a brakem art or railroad firem an. 
I 
w orked som e m onths at the quarry w ork­ 
shops, then got sick and was put in con­ 
finem ent. I was punished tw enty-one davs 
w ith bread and water for sending a letter 
out to one of m y friends against the rules 
of th e prison. 
Ju ly 10th last I got the 
privilege of the corridor. 
I bad the sam e 
food and clothing in solitary confinem ent 
as before. 
I can’t call it solitary, for they 
have a place to keep us aw av from the oth ­ 
ers. I m ust com plain of ill treatm ent since 
1 cam e here, for th e Captain would not let 
m e speak to him . 
Dr. D urant, Captains 
M urphy, Cassidy and Pauli all treat me 
right ami I like them , but I could never 
feel kin d ly tow ards Cham bers. Once when 
1 handed a letter out addressed to the 
W arden, Cham bers tore off the envelop 
sa y in g : ' M ake th at letter right. 
I’ll show 
you w ho is W arden o f this prison.’ 
Again 
he swore at m e and threatened to break my 
head.” A fter witness described the circum ­ 
stances of Tom m y B row n’s assault upon 
him , he said the m an who gets detailed to 
w ork between the gates and belongs to the 
prison “ ‘aristocracy,’ m ust be a schem er 
against his fellow prisoners, and Brown 
m ast be a stool pigeon.” 
In reply to a query of Captain Chambers, 
Reeves expressed tbe'belief that Brown was 
really a stool-pigeon. 


WHAT THE OFFICERS SAY. 
C aptain Cham bers was the first officer 
called to rebut statem ents m ade by the 
prisoners. 
Convict T om m y Brown, said 
the witness, was am ong the' third batch of 
prisoners transferred from Ban Q uentin. 
H e was put between the gates and did good 
service there. H is general conduct was 
good when asked to be relieved from gate 
duty. 
W hen he 
had 
about eighteen 
m onths m ore to serve he asked me to pre­ 
sent his case to the Board for a recom ­ 
m endation for pardon, saying be knew 
his record had been bad, and that W e.ls, 
Fargo * Co., w hom he bad robbed several 
times, would oppose his pardon, I told him 
frankly it was of no use, but agreed to 
give him light work for the rem ainder of 
his tim e. H e then m ade his attem pt to es­ 
cape. 
I believe his policy is to get trans­ 
ferred to San Q uentin. 
W hen he says 
th at I treated him badly, he sim ply tells'a 
falsehood. 
I was told by Captain A ull 
th at Brown is a very desperate m an, who 
would take any chances to escape, and 
m ust not be allowed near a norse. as be 
would jum p on him and ride off through 
the lines. 
As to Reeves, he is an opium fiend in 
w hom we had m uch trouble in breaking 
him of the habit when he cam e from San 
Q nentin. 
H e has a girl w ith w hom he 
lias been living and w ith w hom be wanted 
to correspond; but we denied him the 
privilege, because in the end no good 
would come to either of them . 
H e sm ug­ 
gled letters out and was punished. 
I defy 
anyone to prove that I ever used an un­ 
kind word to t i .her of those convicts in m y 
life. 
All prisoners are allowed to write 
tw o letters a m onth—a good and a neces­ 
sary rfile. 
I bring 
the letters to the 
W arden, who passes upon them 
It proper 
W arden McComb—and that officer is' more 
liberal than in m ost best regulated pi is ins 
—allows the prisoner to have his letter 
m ailed. 
In m ost cases letters are allowed 
once in every’ five weeks. 
W hen the pe­ 
tition for Brow n’s pardon was to have 
been offered, a protest was m ade by W ells, 
Fargo A Co., saying 
there 
was great 
danger in releasing him . 
Lieutenant M urphy of the guard testified: 
W e are alw ays very careful about the food. 
I have been a m iner and have lived on 
beans, and I believe these men live better 
in tiiis prison than the average prospector 
or sheep-herder, who gets baeonand bread. 
H ere the beans are well cooked. The cook­ 
ing begins at 3 o'clock in the m orning, and 
there is a fresh supply every day. 
I have 
offered to allow Brown to* have exercise 
often, but he would not take it. 
Every 
solitary prisoner has the privilege of using 
the faucet for fresh water, washing, etc. 
Brown offered me the other day. if I would 
let him be detailed by the dog-kennel, to 
stand by the officer? and testily in any way 
we 
w anted: 
T he "stool-pigeon" is ii 
convict who is willing to side with the offi­ 
cers. 
H e is looked upon with scorn by his 
fellow prisoners. 
H e has told all sorts of 
falsehoods. 
Of course he wanted to he put 
to w ork near the kennel, in order to get a 
horse and escape. 
Every prisoner here 
who can’t get o u tb ea rill will against some 
one they believe has opp sed them . 
Thev 
suspicion the Directors of th e Board if they 
do not recom m end them for a pardon, and 
hate the officers if they do not treat them 
as they wish. 
V isiting 
Thysician 
D urant 
testified : 
Brown is an old prisoner and like m any 
others in confinem ent has many im aginary 
ailm ents. 
H e sent hastily for m e from 
Folsom, and said he had swallowed a tack 
and m ight die. 
I found no such sym ptom s 
in his case, or anything but nervousness. 
H e acted like a woman w ith hysteria. 
Tom m y Brown was a com panionable fel­ 
low, and his rom antic career m ade him 
som ething of a favorite. Therefore he was 
well treated. 
M any prisoners abuse the 
privilege of calling for the doctor when 
there is nothing the m atter w ith them . 
The witness refuted all the statem ents of 
Dick Reeves, show ing the groundlessness 
of the convict’s charges. 
Reeves had been 
under the doctor's care for som e tim e. 
He 
would often watch other prisoners 
act 
against their welfare, and often engage in 
sm uggling food to his fellows. 
Captain Paall, the turnkey in charge of 
the prison solitary-corridor, related several 
circum stances in the cases of Brown and 
Reeves, denying statem ents by both with 
reference to the provisions m ade for the 
care o f prisoners. 


SOME PENOLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS. 
Secretary of State H endricks was called 
and testified that he was a Prison Director 
for three years, and had exam ined m any 
questions concerning prison m anagem ent, 
including solitary confinem ent. 
H e had 
been on a penological tour of inspection, 
visiting m any Eastern institutions, includ­ 
ing Sing Sing, Cherry H ill, Philadelphia; 
Joliet, Illinois. 
Punishm ents tending to 
solitary confinem ent are approved by all 
wardens, who have very generally discarded 
show ering, w hipping, etc. 
T he solitary 
cells in Joliet are larger, better lighted and 
ventilated th an here. 
T he solitary con­ 
finem ent is m ore hum ane and attended 
w ith less harm fnl results. 
A t Cherry H ill 
solitary confinem ent is carried out to the 
letter, the inm ates carrying on great in­ 
dustries, but seeing during all the tim e no 
one but the preceptor in m oral instruction. 
A tJo liet the ciub system is disapproved 
and the solitary is in general vogue. P rison­ 
ers get light and food but are not allowed 
beds. 
At SingSing they use the "w eighing 
m achine,” uam ely, hanging up prisoners 
by the wrists, a m uch worse treatm ent than 
solitary confinement. 
In th e northern 
prison of Indiana they em ploy the “ w eigh­ 
ing m achine” and the “ solitary." 
Pen­ 
ologists generally favor solitary confine­ 
m ent, as it tends not to harden or hu- 
nc .late or m orally injure th e m en. 
lieing further questioned by Director 
r iicuer. he testified th at in Eastern prisons 
no tixed term in solitary confinem ent is im ­ 
posed on prisoners so punished. 
It m ay be 


for an indefinite tim e. “ A m an in Joliet, 
put in solitary confinem ent because he re­ 
fused to work, would be kept there uutil he 
is subijued, or until the W arden is satisfied 
th at the culprit will w ork. They guard 
greatly against possible acts of incorrigible® 
or dangerous prisoners. T he arrangem ents 
of this institution (Folsom ) com pare very 
favorably w ith every prison I visited in the 
E ast.” 
Filcher—Do you th in k it right to treat in- 
corrigibles this way—as treated here? 
H endricks—I believe the law should be 
changed so that m any would be removed 
from association w ith all hum ankind ; that 
they be confined in an isolated place, re­ 
strained from reproduction of their species 
—for instance, banished to som e island, re­ 
m ote from civilization. 
Filcher—Don’t you th in k death m ore 
hum ane? Is it worse than to confine them 
by slow death—inevitable fate? 
H endricks—It is a difficult position to 
place m e in—to ask me to answ er that. 
It 
would be more economical to the S tate; 
but you have no power in law to kill me in 
this way. 
If a m an is sentenced to Cherry 
H ill, the Pennsylvania penitentiary, for 
thirty years, it is theoretically solitary, and 
only the crowded condition of the prison 
renders the rule exceptional. 
Mr. H endricks, continuing his evidence, 
stated that he believed really th at in m any 
cases constant solitary confinem ent tended 
to affect m en by insanity. There are m en 
whom no official can depend upon as re­ 
form able so long as the m ind and body are 
together. 
H e believed th at an incorrigible 
prisoner should be kept confined until he 
show s signs of m ending. 
D irector Boggs—Mr. Filcher, you seem 
to be opposed to solitary confinem ent alto­ 
gether? 
Filcher—N o ; I am in favor of confine­ 
m ent, not extrem e though. 
1 once advo­ 
cated before the Legislature the practice of 
flogging wife-beaters. 
I think 1 was right. 
H endricks—T he experience of the best 
penologists for forty years teaches that 
w hipping m akes ihe'w orst culprits resent­ 
ful. 
John K night, being next called, testified: 
I was in San Q uentin in 1878 for burglary 
in the second degree, and I atn here now 
for burglary and grand larcenv from A la­ 
m eda county. 
I cam e here on M arch 11, 
1882,'and I am 27 years of age. 
I have 
been in solitary confinem ent for the last 
twenty-five m onths on the charge of aiding 
prisoners to escape. 
The food is all right, 
and so is the quality of it, such as there is. 
T he beans on the table I cannot eat. After 
having no exercise or fresh air a m an’s in ­ 
sides give out. 
For two m onths out of ten 
m onths only I bad exercise, when under 
the doc’or’s care. 
I had a chance to walk 
up and down the corridor ten m inutes 
every m orning. 
I w ant to go to work in 
the quarry or anyw here. 
T he records show th at K night in 
1882 
was sentenced to 
solitary 
confinem ent 
sixty-three days for abuse of and gross im ­ 
pudence to officers. 
H e was let out in 
thirty-three days by order of the doctor 
when sick, but put on bread and water 
again when charged with having opium 
pipes, sm uggling letters and aiding feliow- 
prisoners to escape. 
K night (continuing) said: T he weapon 
found in m y possession was to protect m y­ 
self against “ B lueskin.” 
H e is a lighter, 
who intended to k ill me. 
H e is a crank on 
pugilism , of which he talks solely day and 
night. 
“ B lueskin” threatened ’to gouge 
out m y eyes and cut m y throat if ever he 
saw me when we were out to get water in 
the corridor. 
H e had a chance to assassin­ 
ate me, and I tried to arm myself. 
I found 
it very hard to quit sm oking opium three 
years ago. 
1 never had a file in m v cell. I 
was 
“ SHOWERED ' IN SAN qUENTIN 


W hen ex-Lieutenant-G overnor 
Johnson 
was \\ arden. 
H e tied m e up by the arm s 
on a ladder and threw a stream of water 
into m y face, eyes and m outh. 
I prefer 
th at punishm ent to the solitarv confine­ 
m ent at San Q uentin. Solitary'and du n ­ 
geon are two different things. 
In the d u n ­ 
geon you get bread and water only. 1 have 
not been treated right here, and I think 
th irty or forty days’ solitary confinem ent 
and tw enty days on bread and w ater rea­ 
sonable punishm ent for aiding a prisoner 
to escape. 
I was showered in this prison 
four years ago. 
I think this punishm ent 
h urts m e m uch m ore than constant con­ 
finem ent w ithout lim it. 
I think I would 
act differently if I had this business to go 
through again. 
I adm it th at I have been 
frequently punished for breaking rules. 
I 
would like to go to San Q uentin. 
If the 
sam e officials stay here, I will have no 
show, and I m ight behave m yself better 
there. 
Ezra K napp, foreman of the quarrv, re­ 
lated his experience w ith K n ig h t.' The 
latter had peculiar spells, at tim es was u n ­ 
m anageable. 
H e detailed with particular­ 
ity his m any acts of insubordination and 
defiance. 
H e demoralized the other prison­ 
ers, and he had been compelled to report 
him to the captain of the guard three or 
four tim es. 
Mr. K napp, in conclusion, 
ad d ed : 
“ W hen I give up a m an there is 
no use for anyone else to try him ." 
Dr. D urant said the solitary confinement 
would not tell ou an able-bodied m an for 
ten or twelve years. 
T hought K night a 
half-breed Indian and M exican ; m ost of 
those people are tainted w ith scrofulas 
troubles and they do not have the strength 
of constitution of a w hite m an. 
Patrick W elsh, who is in for six vears 
for burglary, was the next w itness.' He, 
too, had been confined in solitary tor fight­ 
ing. 
He had been in close confinem ent for 
eighty-eight days. 
H e savs he has nothing 
to com plain of now. 
H as had all the lood, 
exercise, etc., he wants since the U th of 
Ju ly . 
H e adm itted to having had a great 
m any fights. 
Captain Chambers said W elsh was a 
ffghter. 
lie was the one that cut Rebel 
George. 
W ould let him out now were It 
not for the uneasiness am ong the prisoners, 
caused by this investigation. 
J . W . B arry, the next convict called upon 
to testify, said be was serving a sentence 
for an assault with a deadly weapon, from 
Red Bluff. 
He was put in solitary confine­ 
m ent lor speaking to ex-Prison Director 
H endricks, and cam e here in 1S.84, under 
Chambers. 
“ I rem ained there two years and got into 
no trouble. 
I wanted to see Director H en­ 
dricks about m y case on a petition for a 
pardon. 
Captain Pauli reached m e before 
I had a chance to address the Director, who 
was in the corridor, and J was ordered 
awav. 
H ot words passed, and I was con­ 
fined. 
I w antedjtoget my blankets, specta­ 
cles, pillow, etc., but he would not let me 
move m y things. 
1 was kepi twelve days 
on bread and water, then gee *iek and the 
doctor refused to treat m e. 
1 had cram ps 
and diarrhea, and was left seventeen days 
there. A ssistant Physician Sturgeon then 
got me som e food, and when I got better I 
was kept three m onths longer in that cell. 
I have been three weeks an d a m onth w ith­ 
out an opportunity of w ashing m y face. 
Captain P aall ill-treated m e the worst. All 
the m en made a great deal of noise, and I 
adm it th at I m ade considerable myself. 
They put shackles on m e for kicking on 
the door, when I did not do so. 
I was con­ 
fined w ith the worst m an in the prison. 
H unt. 
“ Old m an H u n t gets into all sorts of 
m ischief and trouble, for w hich I get 
blam ed and punished. 
H e is not a safe 
m an, and wonld kill m e if he had (he 
show .” 
T he witness detailed at great 
length m any grievances against guards, 
fellow-prisoners and others. 
On the 17th 
instant, witness claimed th at he will have 
been in solitary confinem ent one year. “ I 
was ‘ bucked and gagged1 by a guard once 
in the presence of officers," com plained 
the convict witness. 
“ I had been yelling 
a good deal, and that was m y punishm ent. 
The cap was put over m y head, straps on 
m y shoulders, shackles on m y feet, a belt 
around m y waist, and a eag in m y m onth. 
They kept m e harnessed in this way for 
two hours, w ith the shackles on m e for ten 
days. 
I was unruly, kicked on the door 
and was m aking a "noise, th at's how I was 
kept there." 
L ieutenant M urphy, in 
Barry’s case, 
stated that Captain P aall had reported to 
him that Barry wanted to speak to H en­ 
dricks. bnt in the m eantim e Barry had ad­ 
dressed the Director in person, w ithout per­ 
mission. and was locked up in the cell. As 
Pauli was putting him away, Barry said, 
m enacingly, th at he “ would get even w ith 
all bulldozing 
o f 
officers in this 
prison.” 
Barry was one of the most u n ­ 
ruly, foul-m outhed and abusive prisoners in 
the corridor, applying epithets to all the 
Prison Directors, the W arden and officers. 
Captain Panll m entioned various acts of 
Barry, whose filthy abuse, he eaid, was in­ 
tolerable. 
Barry repeatedly characterized 
President Boggs as “ a 
sheep thief,” 
and the W arden as a villain (blanks by the 
score). The witness adm itted having struck 
him once on th e head w hen he was m ost 
refractory, but denied fully m ost of the 
prisoner’s com plaints of alleged ill-treat­ 
m ent. 
Captain Cassidy testified th at Barry was 
a very troublesom e m an, who shouted at 
night w hen other prisoners w anted sleep, 
and slept him self all day when others were 
at w ork. O f late his conduct has been, 
better. 
George Campbell, a dem ented convict, 
was next led into the room. 
T he doctor stated that Campbell had 
been located apart from other prisoners at 
his own request, being afflicted w ith hal­ 
lucinations and w anting som etim es the 


cell door open and again closed. 
H e has 
all the attention possible. 
After w andering considerable and ram ­ 
bling at great length about im aginary fear 
of fellow-prisoners, Campbell 
grew ra­ 
tional and stated th at he was convicted of 
robbery in M arcn, 1880. and sentenced for 
four years. 
H e presented a pitiable aji- 
pearance. 
Jerem iah M urphy, a form er inm ate of 
the Stockton Asylum , stated in gruff tones 
that he was caught in H ayw ards over some 
horse-and-buggy trouble," surrendered the 
property to the M arshal and was sentenced 
for a short term . 
H e has been in here 
fifteen m onths, and has had all the food 
and clothes he wants. 
H e was kept in 
Stockton six years and got two dollars for 
all that w ork. T he doctor' explained that 
M urphy was an insane prisoner, incarcer­ 
ated not for any crim e, and was captured 
as an escape from Stockton. 
The treat­ 
m ent was kind and beneficial for the sub­ 
ject. 
H enry E. Baker, lately released from sol­ 
itary, was next brought" in. 
H e said that 
w hile in solitary, he had as good fare as he 
expected. 
H e did not understand w hy the 
other prisoners were telling such groundless 
stories about the officers. 
“ You see,” said 
the witness, “ the schem e was hatched up 
by the other prisoners. 
It was a job to get 
the officials into trouble. 
An Examiner 
reporter nam ed Lawrence was here, and 
visited several of the prisoners in the cor­ 
ridor. 
The prisoners agreed on the story 
they w ould tell, com plaining o f the lack of 
exercise, poor food, etc. 
T he convicts 
talked about it am ong them selves from cell 
to cell. 
I was spoken to about it. 
I heard 
all about the job, and th e stories of A bbott, 
K night and other convicts. One of the 
boys said th at Law rence’s brother used to 
run with him in San Francisco. T he re­ 
porter was outside taking down the stories 
as each one agreed to tell his.” 
T he witness was cross-exam ined severely 
by Directors Filcher and Boggs, and he 
stated that he believed the object his fel- 
low-ccnvicts had in an investigation was to 
oust the present m anagem ent of the insti­ 
tution and get trail ferred, perhaps, to San 
Quentin. 
H e had no fear of telling the 
tru th in the m atter. 
Jam es W inters, one of the m ost m urder­ 
ous villains on the coast, was next brought 
in. 
H e feigns insanity, but bis acting was 
com pletely knocked out by the questions 
w hich Director Boggs plied to him . 
Jam es McCarty, the next witness called, 
stated : I am here to serve five vears for 
petty larceny, second offense, from San 
Francisco. 
H ave been in the solitary 
tw enty-one days. 
Don’t know why, but 
suppose because som e job was put up on 
me by other prisoners. 
T hey' schem e 
against one another. 
Officers should not 
believe the stories told by prisoners. H ave 
no com plaint against officers otherw ise. 
T he next “ solitary” individual called 
was All Ching in for fifteen years for burg­ 
lary. 
H e has been in solitary for tw enty- 
three moons. 
W hen asked w hat he was in 
close confinem ent for he replied : “ I no no 
Captain he no like m e. 
H e catchee $60 
m y 
money. 
Me heap eaten bean not 
m ucheegood. 
Just now glub heap good 
since llth last July. 
Me no walkee ten 
m oons.” 
T he officers testified to h isb ein g a vender 
of opium . 
H e had been placed in confine­ 
m ent several tim es lor the sam e offense. 
W hen he was released last tim e, next day 
was found with $60 on his person for the 
purpose of purchasing contraband goods. 
Jam es M cCarthy, in for five years for 
petit larceny, says he is in solitary, and 
don't know w hat for. 
H e was charged 
w ith bringing opium in prisou, 
F ather Guaico, and JL'eter McGraw. a 
guard, fold w hat they knew about the 
prison m anagem ent. ‘They knew of no 
cases of cruelly. The prison is kept neat 
and clean, and the prison fair unexcep­ 
tional. 
' 
T his ended the investigation, and the 
Board went into executive session. 
Thev 
rem ained in session all night. 
Y estei day’s P roceed in gs. 
T he Commission 
reassem bled 
at 
10 
o'clock and spent an hour in routine work.

«sermon by Kev. Thos. Filken at Central 
M. E. Church Cast Nlglit 
At the Central M. K. Cburch last evening 
Kev. Mr. Filben preached upon the theme 
of the prodigal 3011. 
A n outline of the 
discourse is as follows: 
The story of the prodigal, as contained 
in this 15th chapter of .St. Luke, is an old 
story, and with the accessions of Oriental 
life, but human nature in its essential feat­ 
ures var.es so little with times or countries 
that it has application to-day; and the 
young man ol the story has companions 
to-day. He is still a type of youthful way­ 
wardness. 
We first know him as despising the re­ 
straints of his home life and early trainiug, 
that home a goodly home, and that train­ 
ing pious training presumably. A common 
restlessness, and with most who indulge it 
a beginning of sin and the entrance to de­ 
gradation. Probably bis parents exercised 
the ordinary care for their son’s welfare, 
and the ordinary discretion as to their son's 
indulgences, and the young man re­ 
sented 3uch interference with his liberty 
and rights. He has followers now. Young 
chafe that indulgences are inter­ 
folks 
dieted them, and even if brought to know 
of wrecks of character from the forbidden 
indulgences, they assume this to arise from 
some peculiarity of temper or habit in the 
victims, or assume a kind of charmed life 
for themselves that insures them immu­ 
nity. Men are like moths; every several 
one must scorch wings in the tempting 
dame. Men make very little use of the 
experiences of others. While our eyes 
were put before that we might see the 
chasm of other men’s destruction, yet to 
most men experience is like the stern lights 
of the ship which only illumine the track 
itself has passed. There is a more excel­ 
lent way : but youth, especially, vyill not 
learn it. Probably the claims of religion 
were strongly urged upon the young man 
in his home. It were only an average Jew­ 
ish home if this were so; the Jew was 
faithful to the divine commands concern­ 
ing the instruction of children in religion. 
Young people resent this, and yet it 
is as 
much a parent’s 
duty 
to 
give right instruction in morals and 
religion, as to give right ideas of life. At­ 
tendance on the Synagogue was irksome, 
and he promised himself freedom from 
this restraint when his years came. But 
the prodigal made a mistake; he learned 
too late that his father knew something 
when he warned him of the results 
of sin and sought to set and to 
hold 
his 
feet in 
right life-paths. 
And his greatest mistake lay in thinking 
that the remedy for all this lay in getting 
away from home. This is not a panacea 
for all the ills of youthful life, this break­ 
ing away. All wanderers confess this with 
sad eloquence, by turning back with long­ 
ings to the very place and day of these re­ 
straints. The memory of home is the last 
anchor to drag in every day life; and the 
last cable to snap in any experience, even 
in dissoluteness. There comes a time when 
men sigh for home, as did Payne, the 
author of the immortal ballad of «' Home,” 
when a refugee in foreign lands—as this 
prodigal did out on the mountains of his 
poverty. 
He got away, and had all the freedom and 
license that release implied, but the record 
is he found it very unsatisfactory. He put 
as much distance between himself and his 
home as he could, and tested the kind of 
" ra he bad been yearning to indulge under 
nis father's roof, but to little profit. His 
way was all down hill. This boy of clean, 
pure home ” wasted his substance in riot­ 
ous living, and devoured his living with 
harlots 
Once cast adrift from the moor­ 
ings of propriety, and he is out on the 
boundless sea. Yet his case is not excep­ 
tional. Many young men in every city 
—in this city—are just in his place, 
having left home, and decided lo leave the 
traditions of that home behind, and have 
wrecked and are wrecking. Such may in 
their change of surroundings think it 
smart to try the wings of their uew-found 
freedom but vainly. Klght-minded men 
do not admire the effort, nor esteem highly 
these exhibitions of independence and 
manliness, so called, while for themselves 
it is disaster. The prodigal kept going 
lower and lower. Yet, despite his degrada­ 
tion, and painfully conscious of it, he would 
not at the first return—he submitted to 
anything rather than return, even to the 
menial, and to 
a Jew, 
repulsive 
occupation of feeding swine. But the 
wages of nis occupation would not bring 
him the necessaries of life. The surround­ 
ings and return of sin will not satisfy any­ 
one. No man is satisfied in sin till his con­ 
science is drugged, and then there are wak­ 
ing spells in this stupor. The soul of man 
was not made for husks and‘mire. It was 
made to soar and for royal food. Bread 
had to come down from heaven to be its 
food. The prodigal learned wisdom in his 
extremitv. by thought of comparison of his 
degraded estate with his birthright and his 
waking up to this the Scriptures call com­ 
ing to himself. His companions in riot 
and sin may have thought him mad, but 
God terms it full sanity. Religion with its 
restraints are rational, and it is folly for 
men to beat out their lives against these 
ramparts of the Eternal. Religion Is part 
of our furnishing, and uprightness is our 
natural employment; we will be coming 
to ourselves when we see this. Since his 
privilege, his duty, his folly he manifests 
a true repentance. In this great stress of 
if he seems fearful of not humbling him­ 
self enough. He frets to return, and his 
lather is represented as waiting for him. 
1 lis confession is interrupted by the free 
bestowmen*. of blessing—he receives recon­ 
ciliation and restoration. 


Ofl* to Camp with Drum anil Fife and 
Banners Gay. 
All day Saturday there was hurrying to 
and fro of excited citizen soldiery, prepar­ 
ing for the excursion to Santa Cruz. The 
manly form of some ambitious chief with 
epaulets and other insignia of rank occa­ 
sionally showed up on the public streets, 
and, of course, was the observed of all ob­ 
servers. Sacramento prides herself in the 
efficiency of her soldier hoys, hence it is 
not surprising that the stir of preparation 
attracted public attention. 
At 2 r. m. Company C arrived from Ne 
vai’a City, under command of Lieutenant 
George N’ihell, a most efficient officer. He 
was ably assisted by Second Lieutenant P. 
F. Simons. Thirty members out of 50 only 
attended, but others intend going to camp 
during the week. They were met at the 
depot by an escort and conducted to the 
armory, where arms were stacked, and the 
young men given the liberty of the city. 
Captain Rapp, who has for several years 
been the commanding officer being under 
the shadow of the recent trial, was not in 
attendance. 
At 4 o’clock the Woodland train brought 
Company F, cansisting of forty men, under 
command of Captain Wm. Curson. First 
Lieutenant T. G. Hughes and Second Lieu­ 
tenant J. G. Lee were present, but devoted 
most of their time in looking after a mvs- 
teriou3-looking box labeled with the war 
cry of Camp Stoneman, “ Remember Tripe 
Hill.” The presence of this box revived 
many old memories of two years ago among 
the 9oldier boys, and we have no doubt will 
be the source of many a camp story during 
the coming week.

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The Warden then read the report on the 
issues of the investigation, which was fol­ 
lowed by an oral resume of the case of 
Vickery, detailing the circumstances of the 
discovery of the plot to escape and the 
arrest of the conspirators. 
About 2 p. m., 
after an executive session of a couple of 
hours, the Commission reported as follows: 
Director Devlin moved that the follow­ 
ing be adopted: 
In the m atter ol inquiring into the solitary 
confinement and punishm ent at Folsom Prison, 
the State Board ot Prison Directors, having fully 
investigated the m atter of solitary confinement 
and punishm ent at the Folsom Prison, and 
having heard the testimony of all prisoners 
having y atem ents to make on that subject, and 
the sworn testimony of the oflicers, and having 
considered 
the 
replies 
received 
from the 
wardens of various prisons in the United States, 
now agree on the following conclusion : 
First—The only punishm ent now in vogue at 
the Folsom Prison it “w hat is known as solitary 
confinement. This mode of punishm ent, in a 
greater or less degree, is also followed in all 
Eastern prisons, and in those prisons other 
severe punishm ents, such as flogging, shower­ 
ing. bull and chain, hanging by wrists, spank­ 
ing with boaid, m anacling to floor, etc.. are in­ 
flicted, but none of such punishm ents are in­ 
flicted at Folsom. 
Second— Solitary punishm ent, as practiced at 
Folsom, is as follows : Every cell in the prison 
is ot the same size and sim ilar in construction. 
There are no dungeons in the prison. On the 
south side ol the prison there are forty cells ; 
twelve 
of 
these 
are 
those 
in 
which 
prisoners 
in 
solitary 
confinement 
are 
placed. These cells are clean and as well 
lighted and ventilated as the otner cells. Over 
the m iddle row o! boles in the cell door a hood 
is placed, which prevents the entry ot tools or 
weapons, and in some degree shuts out the 
light, but not the air. Adovc these solitary 
cells, however, au opening is made in the walls 
for the admission of light and air, with which 
the other ce ls, w ith a few exceptions, are not 
provided. The cell floors are of cement, the 
same as the other cells. 
Third—The prisoners in solitary confinement 
receive the same food and clothing of the lower 
grade of prisoners, as 
the other prisoners, 
which is am ple in quantity. The rules of the 
prison are that the prisoners shall have a bath 
once a week, or theri a^xjuts. and that they shall 
be given ample exercise. We find that they 
have had s ufneient baths and have had as much 
exetcisc as the convenience of the prison and 
the safety of the prisoners would perm it. 
Fourth—The follow ing prisoners art» now in 
solitary confiuement, and have been for the 
following periods: No. -187, II. Hunt, convicted 
of murder, 19 m onths: No. 999, Wm. Smidt, 
robbery, second termer. 19 and one-hall m onths: 
No. 621, Patrick Welch, grand larceny, second 
tenner, S8 days: No. 417, John Knight, second 
term , 24 and one-half m onths ; No. 6:15, Charles 
Abbott, m urder, rei'ond termer, 21 m onths; No. 
109, Tom Brown, >tage robbery, second termer, 
was confined for 13 months, released two w eeks 
aga. aud put back again for a m urderous assault 
upon a prisoner: No. 44:;, John SmPh, alias 
Blueskiu, robbery and garroting at Golden Gate 
Park. San Francisco, second term er, 23 m onths : 
No. 1,019. Dick Reeves, burglary, second termer, 
2 m onths: No. 841, J. W. Barrv, assault to m ur­ 
der. one year : io . 1.044, J. T. McCarthy, petit 
larceny, second oflcuse, 21 d ay s; No. 1,258. Ah 
Chiug,’ burglary, 21 m onths; Jam es Winters, 
assault to m urder and burglary, third te/m er,2l 
mouths.

Fifth—All these prisoners have made attem pt 
to kill, attem pts to escape, or have been guilty 
of flagrant oreadles of the rules of the prison, 
and should receive severe punishm ent therefor. 
There are three insaue prisoners who are kept 
iu solitary confinement by direction of the 
physician. W inters has been placed in solitary 
confinement since his com m itm ent, because he 
was considered dangerous and desperate. 
lie 
is either insane or feigning insanity. We believe 
he is feigning. 
* 
. 
Sixth—The m atter of punishm ent is a m atter 
that m ust be left to a great extent with the of­ 
ficers of the prison. 1 he evidence before us 
shows that the tendency iu the Eastern States is 
tow ard m aking solitary confinement the princi­ 
pal punishm ent, for the reason th at it does uot 
degrade or hum iliate the prisoner. 
Seventh—We believe that for incorrigible 
prisoners a separate institution should be pro­ 
vided, but as there is no such place provided in 
this State, we believe that they should be sepa­ 
rated fron the other prisoners. 
Eighth—We find that the. Warden aud other 
officers have not been cruel or inhum an in their 
treatm ent of prisoners, and that the incorrigi­ 
bility of the above nam ed prisoners deserved 
the most severe discipline, and we iudoise their 
action in the m atter. 
This report was adopted bv the votes of 
Devlin, Boggs Sonntag and W ilkins, Di­ 
rector Filcher dissenting. 


THE MINORITY RErORT. 


Mr. Filcher subscribed his name to the 
following: 
The cells used for dungeons or solitary con 
finement of prisoners at lolsom are the same as 
the other cells, except that the ventilating holes 
iu masonry work at the back and bottom ot the 
cells are closed to prevent contraband articles 
being received through them from other prison­ 
ers, and the m ain aperture in the iron door, a 
hole at»out one and a h alf by six inches and 
trom one and one-half inch holes are covered 
by an iron hood, intended to darken the cell. 
Tnrough the w all, over the door on a level w ith 
the ceiling, is a hole varying from eight to 
twelve inches long, by about two inches deep, 
to allow* the escape of foul air. Some of the 
other cells have not yet got this last named 
aperture. 
There arc twelve of these so-called dark or 
“ dungeon ’’ cells, and that j»ortion of the cor­ 
ridor on which they front, or open, is separated 
from the balance of the south corridor bv 
board partitions. The furniture in the solitary 
or dungeon cells consists of a narrow* straw 
mattress laid on the stone floor, blankets and a 
slop-bueket. In each of tlfleae cells were found 
from one to tw o prisoners, suffering confiuement 
for various infractions of prison rules. George 
Campbell, an im-ane m an, is confined iu his cell, 
and Richard Steffney, now in the hosr ital, but 
up to w ithin a few da>s has been iu one of the 
solitary cells above described. Those prisoners, 
whose date of confinement dated back a vear or 
more, present, with few exceptions, a ghastly 
paleness, are more or less emaciated, and some 
of them are suffering more or less from sickness, 
arising, in most instances, from derangem ent ol 
bowels and stomach. Their food, except when 
they are quite sick and placed on hospital diet, 
consists of bread, beans and coffee, with occa­ 
sionally m eat lor dinner and mush for break­ 
fast, or the same as is provided for the ]>oorest 
table at the general mess. 
Since the tenth of July last, the tim e they 
were visited and interviewed by three of the 
Directors, all testimony agrees that their treat­ 
m ent has been first rate. Their cells have been 
ireshK w hitewashed and cleaned, opportuneies 
for bathing aud exercise have been all they 
could ask, and their buckets have been emptied 
twice a day. Prior to that time, buckets were 
em ptied but once a day, and as to their oppor­ 
tunities for bathing and exerche, testimony dif­ 
fers, officers claim ing that they had been exer­ 
cised by walking in the corriáer once or twice, 
or ofteucr, each week, and had been given 
rea>ouably frequent opportunities for bathing. 
Prisoners testified that they had been deprived 
of both exercise and bath, for from six to ten 
m ouths at a time. We are bound to give cre­ 
dence to the testimony of the officers, as against 
that of the prisoners. Smidt, who has made 
repeated attem pts to break out of jail, is orna­ 
mented with w hat is known a sa n Oregon boot. 
Barn* at one tim e was shackled, for persisting in 
kicking bis cell door, nod at another tim e was 
burked and gagged for bellowing. A num ber of 
letters from W ardens of Eastern penitentiaries, 
all in response to a question from Warden Mc- 
Comb concerning th eir opinions of solitary con­ 
finement, have been submitted to us, and w hile 
they show this character of piuishm ent is gen­ 
erally resorted to, as one among other means of 
subduing refractory prisoners, they in no in­ 
stance seem to sanction it, except w ith caution 
as to the physical condition of the prisoner, and 
with proper restriction as to time. There is oce 
instance related where, out of 1,600 prisoners, 
one m an had been confined iu solitary for three 
ear. W hat effect the confinement had on his 
health is not stated. 
The wa den of another penitentiary refers to 
confining them as long as tliey can stand it, pre­ 
sum ably. he m eans without injury to health, 
and he puts the lim it at 40 to 60 days. While w e 
believe the terms of confinement of some of tl e 
prisoners at Folsom is excessive, the evidence 
does not show* it to have been inflicted with any 
intentional cruelty. The puttiug of W inters in 
solitary the day of his commitment is defended 
bv the’officers on the grouDd of his notorious 
and desperate crim inal character. We think, 
however, that, like all other prisoners, he 
should at least have been given a chance. 
Though confessedly a bad man, as m any prison­ 
ers are ou the ontside, he m ight become at least 
a submissive prisoner. As to Steffney and Mur­ 
phy, who are evidently deranged, w hile we ap­ 
prove of their confinement, we are em phatic in 
the opinion th at instead of being kept in cells 
allotted to the worst class of offenders, they 
thould have the best ventilated, best lighted, 
aud otherwise most comfortable cells in the 
prison. 
THE WARDEN’S REPORT. 
To the Honorable State Board of Prison Directors 
—G entlem en : Since my last report the discip­ 
line has been very much disturbed by the pub­ 
lication of charges reflecting severely on the 
officers of the prison. Even the best of prison­ 
ers are affected by such charges, no m atter how- 
willing they may be to stand by the oflicers in 
any sudden emergency or in upholding the dis­ 
cipline under 
ordinary circumstances. The 
prisoner is held here against his w ill, and the 
officers represent the law that has deprived him 
of bis liberty. l*p to a certain point there can 
be displayed a kiud of gratitude for good treat­ 
ment, and in many instances this becomes loval 
devotion to thofc who have softened the hard­ 
ships of enforced confinement, but among the 
mass hostility is only quieted ; the agitators 
work ou this feeling of hostility and silence the 
scruples of those who may be opposed to array - 
ing themselves against the officers bv dem and 
ing that they shall join in the common cause. 
The really loyal prisoners, w ith a very few ex 
ccprions, are intim idated by threats oi Violence, 
and they know* that such threats cau easily be 
carried into execution, and that the officers* are 
deprived Of the support of the well-behaved. 
Plots and conspiracies that would otherwise 
fail to enlist more than three or four now bring 
thirty or forty together. The hitherto submis­ 
sive and obsequious prisoner now becomes im ­ 
pudent and disobedient, the diligent prisoner 
inclines to idleness, the tough indulge in ob 
«cene language and threats. 
" 
M a n y prisoners have said they would like to 
be heard by the Directors in favor ol the oflicers 
if it could be done only on conditions that are im ­ 
possible—the concealment of nam e and num-

there will undoutedly be other assaults, and 
some of ibem will surely result fatally. 
We have looked for a slight increase ol uneas­ 
iness among the prisoners during the period 
when the building should be partly uncovered 
by the removal of the old roof to be replaced by 
the iron roof, but the publication of charges 
against the officers has carried the feeling of 
uneasiness so far that it has been necessary to 
suspend all work on the farm and concentrate 
the guards on the line im m ediately around the 
prison building, so as to discourage the plotters 
from m aking attem pts to escape. One formid­ 
able plot was thw arted by the arrest of the ring­ 
leaders. Others were stopped by assigning the 
prisoners to other work, so as to prevent concert 
of action. 
One prisoner, Iiiram Vickery, has exhibited a 
very reckless spirit recently, and I think he 
would have carried out his purpose, even if he 
had no followers. Ilis disregard for his own 
life was shown a few* weeks ago. when he pur­ 
posely fell from the roof to the stone floor in the 
prison building. There is no doubt that he in­ 
tended to kill himself. Since his arrest and 
confinement he lias refused to eat or drink, al­ 
though food and w ater are constantly before 
him : he declares it to be his inten ion to starve 
him self to death. At the physician’s sug­ 
gestion 
I 
have 
directed 
that 
he 
be 
sustained by injections of beef tea and brandy. 
He is a m an of great determ ination of character, 
and may find some way to kill himself. He re­ 
m ained in solitary for sixteen m onths in San 
Quentin, but he would not accept his release on 
condition to withdraw* his threat to kill Captain 
McAllister: on each occasion lie r e la te d his 
determ ination to kill the captain of the guard. 
Vickey’s associates iu the plot—Joseph Mar­ 
shall aud Joseph Bisson- -having previously lost 
their credits by attem pting to escape, nave 
nothing to losé, except 
the liberty of the 
grounds. 
There m ay be other plots which have not 
come to the knowledge of the officers, as we 
cannot so accurately gauge the prisoners under 
the present conditions of unrest. A part of the 
plot mentioned included seizing some officer or 
freeman, to be carried past the post as a hostage. 
Iu a few* days the roof over the cell building 
will be finished, and one source of danger will 
l>e removed, but it w ill be some tim e before we 
can count upon being as safe as before tlie 
agitation.
